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HIGHBURY BARN. 

At the Alexandra Theatre, in connection with 
the above gardens,a new burlesque called The 
Seven Champions of Christendom ; or, Good Little 
St. George and the Naughty Snap-dragon was 
produced. Mr Ozman has contrived, with hap- 
py results, to place before the frequenters of 
Highbury Barn a humorous burlesque, brimful 
cf parodies, puns, and laughable characters. 
With the aid of some effective scenery by Mr 
Fenonblet, well-arranged music by Mr Lipyeat, 
and some pretty dresses by Mr May, a success- 
ful result has been obtained. St. George of 
England was piquantly impersonated by Miss 
Hamilton, whose style of singing and dancing 
is exceedingly fresh and buoyant; Mr Steyne 
gave a very amusing representation of Stormosa 
and Miss Reynolds was Kalaba, who, however, 
was not so ugly as our preconceived notions of 
the enchantress led us to expect. Mr Giovan- 
nelli was the dragon, and throughout the piece 
he was very successful, His appearance was 
very diverting, and he frequently gained the 
loud applause of the audience. The knights 
Were sustained respectively by Mesdames Col- 
lier (St. Patrick), Mayhew (St. Andrew), Mira 
(St. David), Seymour (St. Denis), Beezley (St. 
James), and Harding (St. Anthony); Mr Camp- 
bell was Almidor, and Miss Stafford Una, ‘The 
burlesque, which was a decided success, has 
been placed upon the stage in a very praise- 
worthy manner by the indefatigable proprietor. 
On Tuesday, after the performances in the 
theatre had been brought to a close, a pyrotech- 
nic display by Mr Baker took place in the 
grounds, which delighted the visitors. There 
were also some feats on the trapeze by the 
Brothers Glorion.

ECLECTIC HALL. 

Tue Butwer Amateur Dramatic Club gave 
their sixth performance here on Thursday last. 
The programme was as follows: the farce entitled 
The Quiet Family, The Rent Day, and the burlesque 
of Miss Lily O'Connor,

The farce is a very amusing one, but difficult 
to act; however, it was acted very creditably. 
Mr Hastings was humorous as Barnaby Bibbs, 
particularly in the drunken scene, and Mr 
Carpenter as his brother was also well up in his 
part. The Grumpy of Mr Griffith produced 
great laughter. Mesdames Graham, Thomas, 
and Montague, filled the female characters very 
efficiently. After the farce Mr John Caflrey 
recited Sergeant Buzfuz, from the Pickwick Papers, 
with great ability. Wedo not not remember to 
have heard it more effectively done. He received 
the unanimous applause of a well-dressed and at- 
tentive audience. 


The Rent Day followed, This play is a favourite 
with amateurs, and is generally well acted ; and 
on this occasion also gave the greatest satis- 
faction. The part of Martin Heywood was 
filled by Mr A. Smith, who bad a perfect idea of 
the character, and in several scenes, produced 
well-merited pathetic feeling, particularly where 
he was wrought up to a state of jealousy. He 
was appropriately well dressed for the character, 
and altogether he made a successful effort. Mr 
Long as Toby Heywood was perfect in the text, 
and acted with every care; and is deserving of 
our unqualified praise. Mr Hastings was an 
amusing Bullfrog, but rather over-acted it. Mr 
Griffiths as Silver Jack, was well made up for 
the character; aclever bit of acting took place 
where he offers Rachael the money, and be was 
well rewarded by the audience. He was well 
supported by Mr Sanderson in the part of Hyssop. 
Mr Smitherson, as Grantly, delivered the text 
efficiently. Mr J. Carpenter filled the character 
of Old Crumbs with ability, but be is wanting in 
the art of stage-business. ‘The emaller parts 


were acted better than they generally are by ama- 
teure ; Miss Ada Thomas was clever and efficient 
as Rachael; and Miss May, her sister, was 
pretty good for a first attempt in the part of 
Polly Briggs. 

The play was well put upon the stage by Mr 
Flexman ; and the dresses by Harrison were first- 
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Tate. Wickens supplied the wigs, and made up 
the characters with his usual ease and ability. 
The burlesque went off with eclat, and was 
very amusing.

POPULAR ACTORS.—XXIV—XXVII. 





DANCOURT—EDWIN—DIGNUM—LOVE. 





Frorence Dancourt, a dramatist and ac- 
tor of the days of the Grand Monarch, was 
born at Fontainebleau, in 1661. He studied 
in Paris under the Jesuit Larne, who wished 
him to be a priest, but he preferred the law, 
and became a famous avocat. He then took 
to the stage, and, having married Malle. la 
Thoriliere, become one of the king’s come- 
dians and one of his greatest favourites. After 
remaining thirty-eight years in the service of 
Louis Quatorze, he retired to his estate at 
Berri, and became very pious. He died in 
1726. His dramatic pieces are in six vols. 
mostly farces of low life stamp. 

About a score of yeas after Dancourt’s 
death, Jonn Epvwtn, the cumedian, was born, 
At a very early age he took to the dramatic 
art, and at sixteen was engaged at Manchester 
for old men, which he played with marked 
ability. He then repaired to Dublin, and 
from thence to the Haymarket and Covent 
Garden. His vanity was his principal fault ; 
it was prodigious; he fancied himself neces- 
sary for the happiness of the nation; he was 
at the same time a generous, good-natured, 
and disinterested man. He died in 1794. 

About this period Cuartes Dicyum, a 
popular singer, born at Rotherhithe, came into 
notoriety. Being a Romanist, he officiated, 
when a boy, at the Sardinian ambassador’s 
chapel, where his talents attracted the notice 
of Webb, who instructed him. He was arti- 
cled to a carver, but disliking the trade, he 
became Linley’s pupil, and in 1784 débuted 
as Young Meadows, in that charmingly simple 
operetta (so great a favourite with our grand- 
sires and grandmamas) Love in a Village, and 
afterwards as Cymon, Hawthorn, and Giles, 
with much success. He composed many 
pretty ballads and other songs. He expired 
in 1827. 

Another eighteenth century genius was 
Love, actor and author, who took this name 
from his wife’s (whose maiden name was de 
Amour) when he first took to the stage. He 
was a son of Dance, architect of the Mansion 
House, and was sent to Westminster School 
and to Cambridge, in which university he 
matriculated, but took no degree. A squib 
against Walpole, the premier, called “ Are 
there things so?’ appeared at this ttme. Love 
wrote a reply instanter, entitled “ Yes, they 
are 80; what then?’’ which eo pleased Wal- 
ole that he made him a handsome presert. 





He now became a country actor, and played 
in Dublin and Edinboro’, where he resided 
many years as manager. He then in 1762 
was invited to Drury Lane, where he remained 
until his final dissolution in 1774. He wrote 
a comedy, Pamela, and other pieces.

A TRIP TO YARMOUTH. 


Last Monpay I went to Yarmouth. This 
town, which is of considerable importance, is 
now very full. The terrible war raging abroad 
prevents a good many English from taking 
continental tours, and therefore those who 
keep hotels and lodging houses in places like 
Yarmouth reap a harvest. 

My eldest son and I availed ourselves of a 
sailing-boat, and went on a very pleasant sea, 
crowded with various shipping. Returning, 
we amused ourselves with the humours of a 
fair held on the sands (the regatta week en- 
coursging many music-hall men and similar 
persons to pick up money by singing to the 
crowds). Then we went to the Regent 
Hall. This building is larger than the Yarmouth 
Theatre, and seems to be well attended. Mr 
and Mrs Corri and a fair company performed 
in Maritana. Mrs Corri, though fat and not 
juvenile, is a good Maritana. ‘There are 
amusements at this time in Yarmouth sufficient 
to satisfy the appetites of most visitors. I 
noticed that Mr and Mrs Young are acting at 
the theatre, and, I believe, attract. 

It is said that already we feel the effects of 
the continental war, and that many persons 
are obliged to curtail their expenses. Those 
who study economy had better not go to Yar- 
mouth now—for it is very expensive, and the 
lodginghouse-keepers are extortionate.

BIRKBECK LITERARY INSTITUTION. 

On Wednesday evening last the platform at the 
above institution was occupied by Mrs Newbery, 
who gave a selection of ‘* Readings from the 
Poets.” 

I have several times seen Mrs Newbury take 
part in amateur dramatic entertainments, both at 
Birkbeck and elsewhere, and have always been 
pleased with her histrionic performances, but I 
must assest that I do not consider her qualified to 
appear as a reader, unless she is very careful in 
making a selection of pieces. As a_perso- 
nator of meddling mothers-in-law, wives who rule 
their husbands with rods of iron, and garrulous 
old ladies generally, Mrs Newbery is all that can 
be desired; it is almost unnecessary to add that 
Mrs Newbery would never think of attempting to 
represent a love-sick young lady. Why, then, 
should she not exhibit the same discrimination in 
her selection of readings ? 

It was origivally intended that the entertain- 
ment should be divided into two parts, but as 
Mrs Newbery had been asked to read ‘ The 
Grandmother,” she very obligingly did so, instead 
of retiring for the usual ten minutes. In Portia’s 
speech from The Merchant of Venice (trial scene) 
Mrs Newbery wisely refrained from indulging in 
any ridiculous  attitudinizing. A humorous 
sketch, entitled ‘The Barrister and the Farmer,” 
was amusingly given. Wordsworth's ‘ Children 
at their Motker’s Grave” should not have been 
attempted. In Mr J. R. Planché’s “ Vat you 
Please,” Mrs Newbery did not pay sufficient 
attention to the metre. The remaining items on 
the programme were ‘The Dying Girl to her 
Lover,” by L.E.L. (Mrs Maclean); ‘ Time, 
versus Beauty,” by Cotton; ‘The Youngling of 
the Flock,” by George Alric Watts ; a scene from 
The School for Scandal ; ‘* The Grandmother,” by 
the Poet Laureate; ‘“ A Village Love-tale,” by 
Robert Bloomfield ; “The Frenchman’s Excuse,” 
by one of the Colmans—I forget which, probably 
the younger ; and Collins’s “ Ode to the Passions.” 
In delivering L.E.L.’s poem, Mrs Newbery gasped 
loudly at regular intervals ; surely there was no 
necessity for so doing—it quite spoiled the effect 
of the poem. “Time, versus Beauty,” and the 
quarrel between Sir Peter and Lady Teazle, were 
very cleverly given. Bloomfield’s piece, besides

being too long, is not sufficiently interesting for a 
reading. ‘*'I'he Grandmother,” was, to my think- 
ing the best of Mrs Newbery’s readings; I have 
frequently heard it recited, but never so success- 
fully as on Wednesday. During the delivery of 
the last piece, *‘ The Ode to the Passions,” an 
itinerent musician was grinding his organ outside, 
so near to the Birkbeck that the tunes could be 
distinctly heard ; when Mrs Newbery was going 
through the pantomime of playing on various 
instruments the effect of the organ was very 
funny. Some time back when Mr James Albery 
—now known as the author of that pretty play, 
The Two Roses—was giving an entertainment on 
the same stage, an organ outside so affected him 
that he completely broke down; and the organ- 
grinder was of course summarily ordered off to a 
more remote street. 

Mrs Newbery’s efforts to amuse were appa- 
rently appreciated by a moderately numerous 
audience. 

At the termination of the readings, a member 
of the elocution class announced that on 
Wednesday evening next (this evening) a musical 
and elocutionary soiree would be given. May 
I ask whether the gentleman ever heard of a 
soiree taking place in the morning ?

On ty one rehearsal of Zhe Merchant of Venice 
was allowed, and that was on the morning of the 
26th January. It was in the depth of winter, 
with a heavy storm, that his debut at D.L. touk 
place. 

The actors said he would be sure to fail. At 
rehearsal the stage-manager (Raymond) disap- 
proved greatly of his version of Shylock: “ This 
will never do, Mr Kean,” said he, ‘ it is an inno- 
vation, sir.”—“ Sir,” said Kean, “I wish it to be 
so. ’—*‘‘ It will never do, Mr Kean, be assured of 
it.”—“ Well, sir, | may be wrong, but if so the 
public will set me right.” 

That day he dined on beefsteak and porter—a 
rare luxury to our half-starvyed tragedian, He 








then tied up his wig and collar and an old pair of 
black stockings in a handkerchief, and thrust them 
into the pocket of his great coat (the coat with the 
capes), and trudged through the snow to the 
theatre, 

When the curtain drew up there were but few 
spectators. An eye-witness thus relates Kean’s 
first bow at D.L. :— 

‘*T went with a party of 16. The pit was not 
two-thirds full, but the overflow from C.G., where 
a new opera was performing, soou filled the 
house respectably. The first scene went off flatly ; 
but he made a great impression in the scene with 
Tubal, and his triumph was complete in the 
trial-scene. I went afterwards behind the scenes 
to congratulate him. I found him in a small 
dressing-room in the most remote part of the 
house, occupying it in common with 2 or 3 of the 
second-rate actors, and no friend near him; it 
was a great contrast to the scene I shortly after- 
wards witnessed on bis first appearance as Othello, 
when his dressing-room was filled with the first 
wits of the day, who formed a semi-circle around 
him, whilst he was contemplating his new costume 
in a cheval glass, and practising attitudes. I 
nt onal Reynolds saying, ‘ Hush! don’t disturb 

im !’ 

‘* The committee presented him with 50 guineas 
after his performance of Shylock, and 100 after 
that of Richard! Lord Essex gave him a very 
handsome sword; and his society was eagerly 
courted by persons of the highest rank. During 
his first season he used to play Othello and Iago 
alternately. 

I called upon Mrs Kean when bis benefit was 
announced ; money was laying about in all direc- 
tions ; Charlee (a fine little boy with curly hair) 
was playing with some score of guineas (then a 
rare coin) on the floor ; bank-notes were in heaps 
on the mantelpiece, table, and sofa. I remember 
three ladies approaching Mrs Kean as if she were 
a divinity. Little Charles had deserted his 
guineas, and mounted himself on a large wooden 
horse with stirrups. ‘ What a sweet child!’ they 
whispered, avd eyed him as if he had been a 
young prince. The receipts of the benefit 
amounted to £1,150!” 

“T could scarcely draw breath,” said Dr. Drury 
to Kean next morning; ‘ when you took your 
position and leaned upon your cane, I saw that 
all was right.” In the scene with Salarino— 
‘‘ Hath not a Jew eyes ?”—he knit himself up, 
and gave the lines with terrific energy, and drew 
down thunders of applause. So great was the 
admiration the public felt at his earnestness and 
intensity—so different was his acting to all pre- 
conceived notions of the part, that they were impa- 
tient till his turn came to re-appear, and listened 
with indifference to lLorenzo’s wooing and 
Bassanio’s speeches in the Casket scene. And 80 
he went on, victorious to the end. 

Nothing like that acting—nothing like that 
applause—ever had resounded within the walls of 
old Drury.

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SOUTH LONDON PALACE. 

A short time back I spent an evening at the 
South London Palace of Amusement, my first 
visit since 1867—consequentiy I saw the interior 
of the new hall for the first time. The auditorium 
is more spacious than formerly, but the decora- 
tions are not by any means pretty. Large as the 
seating capabilities of the building are, the 
audience—when I was there—was so numerous 
that many persons were unable to obtain seats. 
From the large number of visitors who patronise 
the South London, one would be inclined to 
imagine that there was something very attractive 
in the entertainments provided ; but, so far as I am 
concerned, I found them dreary and uninteresting. 
We are told that persons who have to take cod 
liver oil generally find it particularly disagreeable 
at first, but by taking it regularly they in time 
acquire a liking for it, and frequently find a 
difficulty in discontinuing its use. Music Hall 
entertainments are possibly like cod liver oil— 
with the exception that one cannot see the bene- 
ficial results—by frequent visits one may not only 
tolerate but ultimately like them. I should be 
very sorry to have to try the experiment. In the 
“patter ” toa topic-song “ Freedom of Opinion,” 
Mr Critchfield related that a few days ago he saw 
two butchers fighting for a leg of pork, but 
—continued Mg. Critchfield—what is there 
suprising in at when one hears of two 
civilized countries fighting for a bit of the Rhine ? 
Although the pun does not look very well on 
paper, the audience enjoyed it immensely. Mr 
Crituhfield’s joke about his hat being sleepy, 
because it had’nt had a nap for so long, fell 
rather flat. I dare say some of his auditors 
fancied they had heard it before. A portion of 
the entertainment not mentioned on the pro- 
gramme consisted of a troupe of performing dogs, 
who while on the stage were perpetually yawning. 
I was glad to see tae by whom 
they were exbibited t them very kindly; 
Ihave more than once seen M. Peterson hurt 
his dogs if they failed to do exactly as he wished. 
Where shall I take my bride, from Little Faust was 
introduced by Mr J. F. Brian; and Mr Wallace, 
an effeminate looking young gentleman, executed 
aclever solo on the cornet. One of the principal 
features on the bill of fare was a new ballet 
entitled Zhe Descent of Apollo; and Revels of 
Bacchus. Mr KE. Viltiere apologized for the 
absence of Misa Mary Smithers—the representa- 


tive of Adonis—who was suffering from severe | 


indisposition. I suppose Miss Smithers’s part in 
the ballet, is an important one, for the ladies who 
did appear were very inferior dancers. The 
scenery painted by Messrs Grieve & Co., is certain- 
ly very pretty. The gymnastic performances of 
“The Cullens and Little Jem ” are of the kind so 
severely censured by Mr Serjeant Ballantyne. 
As it was past eleven before theaeriai acrobats had 
finithed their blood curdling acts, and as the 
atmosphere by that time was almost entirely 
composed of tobacco smoke, I thought it was time 
to think of moving homewards, so did not stay to 
Witness Tie May Queen ballet. GuiLLor.

THEATRICAL OBITUARY. 


Mr Charles Sloman, so long known to the public 
as “the only English improvisatore,”’ is dead. 
Born ot Jewish parents in the year 1808, he evinced 
at a very early period that facility of improvisation 
which he aiterwards cultivated with so much success. 
In 1524, when 16 years of age, he made his first 
appearance at the old White Conduit House. 
Atterwards he appeared at the Saville House, 
Leicester Square, and other places of public enter- 
tainment with great success, and his song of “ The 
Maid of Judab,”’ of which he composed both words 
and music, brought his name prominently before the 
public. Of late years he had chiefly displayed his 
talents at the smaller concert tooms of the 
metropolis, The illustrious novelist, Mr W. M. 
Thackeray, has made a complimentary reference to 
his skill in The Newcomes. On the death of his wife, 
about four years ago, he became a prey to occasional 
fits ot hypochondria, which during the latter part of 
his life increased in intensity.

From the foregoing it 
wiil be seen that the deceased was not more than 62 
when he died.
